Washington, July IS.—This govern- 
tnenf, with quarterly regularity, U* pay­ 
ing pensions to a man who ha* been de­ 
clared dead by a United State- wart. 
aud whom life insurance lias been paid 
to his widow—-that is, his widow de 
jo**'. 
The Wack cr Ie na**' is stranger 
than fiction. 
William Waokerlo of 
Company H, Ninth regiment, Minnesota 
infantry, still lives, in the opinion of 
the pension bureau. 
William Wack- 
erie, same compony and same regiment, 
was killed in a railroad occident as long 
ago as 1873, according to the verdict 
and the decuuoa in the United States 
cir* nit coart at St, Lorn* £0 years ago. 
Basing her claim upon the evidence 
aud the finding of the court that her 
husband was dead, Walberga Waokerlo, 
the widow de jure, has been trying to 
get a pension. 
The case has been investigated again 
■nd again. 
Special examiners have vis­ 
ited various parts of the country and 
have collected voluminous tofftimony. 
The conclusion arrived at is that Will­ 
iam Waokerlo still lives, and the gov­ 
ernment continues to pay the petition 
to him, denying the claim of the alls god 
widow. 
A derision to this effect was 
made on July I, IHM. 
The porstotent 
widow has continued to press the mat­ 
ter, appealing the case through all of 
tho stages provided by law. 
She 
tied it to tile assistant secretary of the 
interior, Webster Davis, and he has de- 
dared that William Wackerle is still 
alive. 
Her husband,” said Mr. Davis, “is 
now on the rolls as a pensioner. 
Before 
his name was restored, his case was 
specially examined, aud his identity as 
th© soldier who served in said company 
and regiment wa* satisfactorily estab­ 
lished. 
“The soldier,” continued Mr. Davis, 
gives a satisfactory account of himself 
and ins whereabouts, and the dftte of 
his earliest recollection up to 1888 and 
subsequently. 
He bears a good reputa­ 
tion for truthfulness aud sobriety. 
His 
signatures to his application for a pen­ 
sion, May 27, 1864, to the various vouch­ 
ers for pension, to his payroll in service, 
to his two applications for life insurance 
in 187(1, and to his subsequent affidavits 
and pension application have been care­ 
fully compared and shown to be the sig­ 
natures of the same person. 
I am of 
the opinion that the evidence in this 
case fails to show the death of the sol­ 
dier. ” 
Mrs. Wackerle, in her suit for the in­ 
surance, produced a skeleton w hich her 
witnesses said was that of William 
Waokerle, killed on the railroad in 1872. 
She had much other evidence which 
was sufficient to satisfy the jury that 
her claim against tho insurance com­ 
pany was just. 
Mrs, Wackerle not only got the insur­ 
ance mousy, but she collected damages 
from the rail rom I for the death of her 
husband. 
Today she is a widow de jure and her 
husband is a living pensioner do facto.
